Suggest Study Groups

“W hile there are m ore teachers 
in train in g today th a n in 1939, the 
great m ajority are studying in som e 
field of special education or to be 
teachers in secondary schools. T his 
year the 14 teachers’ colleges in th e 
sta te will graduate only 265 elem en­ 
tary teachers and next year, if all 
of the present class graduates, there 
will be only 253 elem entary te ac h ­ 
ers entering th e 
field. T ints th e 
teacher situation in th e elem entary 
field will grow increasingly acute. 
In 1946 our school alone h ad calls 
for 185 elem entary 
teachers.
